Brilliant and Bnccessiul Raid by Gen. Hampton—Twonty-
five hnodred beod of Uattle, thres hundred Prisoners,
many Arms and Wagons Captured—Fighting on the
Houte—The Yenkzea Badly Whipped.

The fact was gunerally known in this city and beyond
ite limitg, that Gen. Wade Hampton .started on a raid
to the caemy’s rear on Wedaoesday last, for the purpose
of bagging a large arove of cattle, sald to be grazicg at
or in the viciuity of Coggin's Poiat, Friace Ueorge

county. i'"enutier was widely discuesec, the proba-
pilities of 1he sueress or failure daly weighod, and cari
0-i'5y w43 rutsed to tue bigh:st paiat ia the bosoms of
Il to | sin the reguit of the expediacn.  We bave i

it las:, aod the expectatlions ol the most ssoguine are
tully realized. Qo Saturday the glad tidiugs of Hamp-
tou’s euceess reachea the city, and the most joyful con-
gratulatious were eccreily and openly extended to the
nobie chieftaia and his command.

THE MARCH.

At an early hour Wedoesday morrving, Geo. Hamp-
ton, with W. H. F. Lee’s division, (Barringer's anc
Chambliss’ brigad=e) and Rosser’s and Dearing’s brig-
ades of cavalry, aud Graham’s and McGregor’s batte—
ries of artillery, struck tents in the vicinity of Peters.
Qurg and etarted on this important expedition. He
epcamped at night in the wvicinity of Daval's Muill,
Sassex coualy, about eighteen miles from town. Thurs-
day morning the march was recamed, ths columns pas-
sing witbin three miles of Stony Creck, and then:e
across to the Jerusalem Plank Road, arsiad to the
Noriolk and Petersburg railroad, usnd enzamped five
wiles norta of Waverly, at 3 o'clock in the alwraocon:
At 11 ¢’cleck that night the columa was again put in
molion and marched in the direction ot Sycamore
charch, Prices George county, about fifteea miies trom
tewn, where the enemy’s forces were knowa tc be en-
camped. A balt was called abont one and a half miles
from this epot, and preparations made for the at ack at
daylight—a rest of some two hoars being allowed the
men aud animals.

THE EPIRIT OF OUR ARMY.

The spirit of the men was excellent. Scarcely one
of them but koew the oljact of the expedidition, the
favorable el:cts of i!s saccess, and all were cool and
determincd, but impressed with tbe importance of the
andertaking before them. They were the right men for
the daty.

THR ATTACK —ROUT OF THE ENEMY,

All neecessary digposition of tha troops Eaviog been
made, Gen. Lee’s division guarding every channel of
approsch to prevent re intorcements coming from a
distance, an attack was ordered upon the enemy jast
before daylight, Friday morniog. His left, acar Byca
more Church, rested upon a hill, well fortificd and pro-
tected by abattis. IHis right, some two miles distant,
at Cox’s Mill was, protectied by a eeries of breastworks

and rifle pits. Gen. Rosser assaulted the lefi and Gen.

] Dearing the right simultaseonsly, and with like result.
'be uttack was a surprise to the enemy, and tbeir posi

tion was carried with & rash. The chargs of our mcn
at both points, is represented to have been fanltless.—
Oa the enemy’s right, Dearing’s men swept like an ava-
lanche over their worke, meeting with a rapid batirreg-
alar and momaetary fire of musketry, which only served
to increase their ardor aod euthusiasm. So sudden and
rapid was the aesanit, that the Yankees roshed fiom
their teats en dishabrlle, and were enabled to make
comparatively buta feble resislance. Gen. Dearing
took thiciy five prisovers, five or six teawms, and the en-
emy’scamp. Demoralized aod panic stricken, the bal-
ance of the epemy fled in great disorder to Sycamore
Charch, where findiag Uen. Rosser in possession cf
their works, they immediately surrend-red.

On their left, at Sycamore church, the enemy was
mach more stroogly fortified. He held position cn a
hill with formidabie baricades in his front. Gen. Rosser
demsnded a surrender, bat the Yavkee commancdunt
seemingly conecious of his ability to bold his position,
retarned o posirive relusal, with the additional remark
that be intend-d to fizht to th2 last. Gen. Ro3ser de—
te:mived to give him a chance, and ordered his men to
chaurge. Toey obeyed the command with great cheer-
foloese and gallantry. They reached the barricades,
pulled them to ‘pieces, leaped over and through ttem
and resched ths enemy’s work_in the face of a heavy
fire, which fortunately, did little execotion. A number.
of prisozers wers taken— including Msjor Baker, of the
lst District of Columbia cavalry, commanding. Aa
soon us (Gea. Rosser reached their position, the Yan-
kees Bcatiered in all directions, and fled from the place
in the most precipitate manner. It was bere that the
men who flud before Gen. D.aring, were made to sar-
render. (en. R. took about two bundred acd fiity
prisoners and s:veral valuable teams, in additioa to the
cnemy’s camp.

THE PRIJONERS AND THEIR CAMP3.

The prisovers captured by Gens. Rosser and Dear-
g, belonged to the 1st District of Columbia Cavalry,
commanded at the time by Maj. Baker. ‘I'hey were
armed with sixteen shooters, many of which weapons
fell into the hands of the captors, and were safely
brought off. Toe camps were prolific of delicacies and
nrovisions. Orangts, lhmous, cigars, crackers and good

aota few of them were secured. Everything not
rought off, was destroyed, aud we learn much more
was destroyed than eecared; on aceouut of & lack of
trapsportation.

CAPTURE OF THE CATTLE.
Tbe enemy haviog becn completely routed and de—
morslizad, it was determioed to pash ahead at ouce af-
ter the cattle, supposed to be at Coggiv’s Point.—
Away in the distance, by the faint light of the breaking
day, were scen a vast herd of avimals.  Geneial Rosser
took them to be dismounted cavalry, and at once pre-
parced to attack them. Belore be moved ofl, however,
a note, captured in Major Baker’s tent, was brought 1
him, which explained he preseuce of tuis great hest.—
It was addressed to Gen. Grant’s chicf commissary, an
read substantially as follows :
I huve the honor to report the arrival of 2 486 head
of cattle here. I have this day moved them from Cog-
gin’s Point, as the grezing io this viciaity is the finest
in the country. I only far it will not hold oat lon
enough. 'The cattle are io splendid crder.
J. 8. BAKER,
Oom'dz 13t D. O. Cavalry.

There wa3znow po difficalty in secariug
for such the great drove ofanim:!3 grazing in the dis-
tant ficlds proved to be,and our gailant borsemen push-
ed forward to gatber them in. It was a great and glo-
rious sight, and one that did the sou! good, to witn:ss
them as they ceme up, hundred after hundred. They
are all northern beeves, raised espceially for that mar-
ket, in eplendid condition, and all youug steers. Our
troops greeted them with joyful cheers, atd no doudt
smiled in anticipation of many a juicy sirlion.

A DASH AT SPERR'S MEN.
- While Rosser and Dearing were fighting the enemy
a dctachment of Gen. Lee's command dash:d iuto an
encempment of Speer’s troops, capluring some prisoc-
¢rs and horses, and puttiog the balance toflight.—
Speer’s headquarters gere at Monnt Sioai Cburceh, and
had time permitted, he would also have been routed or
captared-
THR RETURN.

The object of the expedition being accompished, our
force started on their return heme. Grnperals Rosser
and Dearing were in the advance of the captures, and
Gen. Lee brought up the rear. I'he cattle stretched cu!
for o distance of fuur or five miles, but were moved ard
Zuarded in the most systematicai manper. The cuptured
wagons were loaded with seed oa's and otber stores cap
tured from the Yankees. Erverythiog progressed favor-
able untill the arrival of the head of the columa at
Belsches’ Mill, on the Jerusalem Plank R ad, eighteen
miles from town, wheie the Yankee General Gregg, com-
macding two divigioos of cavalry, confronted it.

BATTLE AT BELSCHE3 MILL.

Ger. Gregg was drawn up in battie array immedi-
ately ncroes Hampton’s road, and it was fournd necessa
ry to give bim battie. Ilosser and Dearing were or-
dered o a‘tack at once, which they did in the most de-
termined &'rle, forcing the Yaokees back in the direc-
ticn of Petersburg, one mile aad a half. They retreat.-
ed acros3 a creek at this point, burniog the bridge tu
prevent pursnit.

He not oply defeated, but routed them acd cansed them
1o reticat 1a the most shamelual confusion

Cheered by their brilliaot sucvess in the capture of
cattle, prisoners and stores, and determined to briog
ihem safely into our lines at all bezirds, bis meo weut
into battle with a will which made them irresistible.
I'te Yankees charged time and again, bat were repulses
all around, with coosiderable loss. Tuey were compelted
10 retire at last, aud allow our columa to pursue ke
cven tepor of its way.

Weaere all acted well, it would be iuvidicus to par-
licalar 22, yet we must be permitted tosay that the
geperal testimony of cficers and men point to the acticn
ot the artillery engaged in battle at Belsches’ Miil as
nosurpassed, and as Lerriblf destructive to the enemy.
Iv was largely instrumental in gaining the victory.

SAFE ARRIVAL.
After the disastrous and iguomioous de‘cats of Gregg,
Hampton continoed his course towaras our lines, and
arrived in camp without further interruption at 6 v’ciock
on Saturday morniog. He brought every thing safely
with him, losicg only some 20 or 30 cattle from fatigue.
1 bese cattle were brought through town yesterday af-
ternoon, and have been placed in a positior secure from
Yankee raiders.
POOR KAUTZ.

George, Gen. Kauiz followed in Lee’s rear with fifteen
bundred men and four pieces of cannon, kut he at o
time came within shooting distance.

Lee balted and fed and watered his apimals. Kauz al-
s0 balted. But we understand from good authurity,
that afier the battle at Belsches, Kantz turned bis troops
loose upon th3 citizzns of Prince Grorge, and robbed
aud pillaged them generally, in revenge for our success
I'his is poor revenge for & brave man to take.

THE FIGHT IN THE VALLEY.

The
early part of the engagenzent is said t0 hare gone decided-
ly in oor favor, but a flack movement of a thonsand of ths
enemy’s cavalry necessltated & reirograde movement on
the part of our forces, which was eflected In an orderly
wanper, without hurry or confusion.

of the governed. Resting upon this, which they be-
lieve to be the historical corner-gtone ol their free in-
stitutiops“they believe the idea of a Uoion brought
aboat by force to be, intrinsically, a profligate abeurdi-
ty. They believe that war can pever reoalld the bless-
ed fabric raieed for us by our fathers, which the bloody
hands of fapaticism and violence have already shattered
into ruins. They believe that we caonot fight free men
into loving us—tbat we cannot elaughter and trample
‘them into brotherhood with us; and that, even it we
could, we shou!d be immeasurably more infamoas than
they. ‘I'he Peace Democracy belicve farther, that the
armed coercion of States is a constitutional heresy, and
that it cannot be consummated withoat siriking a vi-
tal blow at the first priociples of the Federal compact,
and consolidating a despotism at Washington in the
stead of the benigoant and limited power which was
wmeaat to foster the peaceiul Union of bappy and con~
senting Btates, .

These conditions, aa an organ of the Peace Demoo-
racy, the Daily News has never ceased to promulgate
aou defend. ‘They are the solemn creed of the good
men and true for whom it speaks. Kvery eveot of the
cursed war which is upon us bhes illastrated and con-
fi med their trath, and if the World snd its coreligion-
18ts in blood bad dedicated themselves to the lurport
of such principl:s, instead of scattering the inleroal
seeds of barbarity and bate, we should not now be at
the melancholy point where the Democratic party and
its candidate are disputiog, with abolitionism and its
representatives, the palm of devotion to a policy of ex-
termination.
